Dane Larson working on submitting a request to the city council for a commer- 
cial overlay for the proposed liquor store at 6800 Burnet Rd. Zoning and platting 
has approved the change to CS-1; the next step is the city council hearing. Paul 
Nagy will write the letter to the city council requesting an overlay, stating the 
space can be used only for a liquor store in an attempt to prevent the liquor from 
becoming a cocktail lounge, adult oriented business, etc in the future.

Grace 
said that this will be included in the McMansion code and it will be reduced to four 
unrelated over-18 in a single family home.

18 in a single family home. Jeff seconded the motion. All voted in favor. The letter 
was signed and given to Grace to present to the Austin City Council.

Neighborhood Planning 
Meeting

aturday’s meeting, April 15, at City Hall was entitled 
Gada Planning in Austin—Next Steps.” 150 or 
so people were in attendance. 

For those like me who have not been involved in the neigh- 
borhood planning process, the meeting was a good primer for 
understanding the challenges of neighborhood planning. The 
meeting began with Patricia Wilson, Professor of UT’s 
Community and Regional Planning program reporting on the 
results of a semester-long study on neighborhood planning, The 
class looked at 5 Austin neighborhoods that have gone through 
the planning process as well as reported on what is going on 
elsewhere in Texas and the country with regard to neighbor- 
hood programs. You can find a “Summary of the Lesson’s 
Learned” as well as the text of their study at their website. The 
comments from those involved in putting together their neigh- 
borhood plan in Austin were enlightening and are worth reading 
as we embark on our own neighborhood plan. Hearing how 
other cities approach neighborhood planning provides insight 
into how they addressed some of the challenges of preparing 
and implementing plans. In Fort Worth, for example, neighbor- 
hoods compete for a $1.2 million grant that is applied to imple- 
mentation of the plan for the winning neighborhood. 

After Professor Wilson’s summary, we split off into small- 
er groups for the balance of the 5 1/2 hour meeting and 
worked through vision statements, our thoughts on the 
degree to which the City should be involved in the process, 
what we thought were the top three priorities for the neigh- 
borhood planning process, and the wrapup where the results 
were summarized and reported to the group as a whole. 


The group I participated in listed the following as the top 
three priorities for neighborhood planning: 1.) establish den- 
sity goals for the neighborhood, 2.) come up with the neigh- 
borhood plan first and then talk about zoning, and 3.) 
ensure the infrastucture and process is in place to implement 
and enforce the plan. Of course, this was just the priorities 
identified by one group out of about a dozen there. Other 
Allandale representatives at the meeting were Phyllis Brinkley, 
Cheryl Silver, Frances Allen, and Kerry Kimbrough. They 
participated in separate groups and I encourage them to 
share the priorities that emerged from their groups. Check 
the Neighborhood Planning Conference website 
https://webspace.utexas.edu/paw/381_website/index.html 
for a summary of the meeting and to learn more about the 
findings from the school’s study. I checked in with Gretchen 
Vaden about Allandale’s planning process. She tells me she 
will have something to report later but the wheels are turning 
and we will be getting underway in May. 


Here are Kerry’s comments about Saturday’s meeting: 


This workshop made me tealize that Allandale is in a 
favorable position to begin our neighborhood plan. 
There is a lot of wisdom out there for us to tap, from 
other neighbors and from city staffers who have been 
pioneering this process. This workshop demonstrated a 
real commitment from Council and city staff to make 
neighborhood plans an effective part of city gover- 
nance. It was clear that earlier efforts have involved a 
lot of struggle. But it was equally clear that this was an 
attempt to reach out and find ways for everyone to 
work more harmoniously. %

The Walking Bus

pen the newspaper and there are stories about obesity 

and saving energy. The EPA is concerned about the air 
pollution levels in Austin. There is a solution to all of these 
issues—the walking bus. 

Our children board school buses for an unsupervised, pas- 
sive, intellectually dull or worse ride to school. In the after- 
noon they repeat the experience on the ride home. Year after 
year, our children grow plumper and less fit. Is it any won- 
der if they sit on a bus, walk a short way to classes, then ride 
the bus home to watch TV or play computer games? 

The Walking Bus IS a better way that was pioneered in 
Britain. Read about it below, and if you are interested, con- 
tact me at the address below. If there is sufficient interest, 
we'll plan a meeting at the Yarborough library to organize 
Walking Buses for next fall. 

The walking bus is the latest safe, fun and healthy way to 
travel to and from school. 

Each walking bus has an adult ‘driver’ at the front and an 
adult ‘conductor’ bringing up the rear. The children walk to 
school in a group along a set route picking up additional 
‘passengers’ at specific ‘bus-stops’ along the way. 

The bus runs rain or shine and everyone wears a reflective 
jacket. Along the way children can chat with their friends, 
learn valuable road safety skills and gain some independence. 

All walking buses are different. They vary to suit the needs 
of the children and their parents. Some schools have a num-

ber of walking buses and some only have one. Some walking 
buses operate only on certain days; others operate only in 
morning or afternoon. 

A walking bus at your school could be set up to match the 
availability of the volunteers. 

Exercise. The walking bus provides a chance for every- 
one to take part in regular exercise. Evidence shows that 
more active children are likely to become more active adults. 
*Just a 15 minute journey to and from school can contribute 
to half the daily recommended exercise for children. 
(Reference: “A Safer Journey to School, the Pedestrians 
Society,” 2000). 

Safety. Children who walk to school on a walking bus are 
part of a large and visible group which is supervised by adults 
and seen safely into school. This reassures parents who are 
concerned about letting their children walk on their own. 

Road Sense. The walking bus helps children learn pedes- 
trian skills so that when they begin to walk on their own 
they are better equipped to deal with traffic. 

Socializing. The journey to school gives children a chance 
to talk and make new friends. When they’ve arrived at school 
they’ve done their chatting and are more ready to learn. 

Environment. Every journey made on foot helps reduce 
the amount of traffic around schools, which will help reduce 
air pollution and improve out local environment for everyone. 

Did you know that research has proved that if you make a 
short journey in a cat, you ate exposed to mote air pollution, 
than if you walk? By using a walking bus, children will have 
fresh air to wake them up before settling down to work in class. 

To be visible, pupils on the walking bus wear some kind of 
fluorescent/reflective clothing, The bright colors make chil-

strips shine brightly in the beam of headlights on dark days. 

Being part of the walking bus is a privilege for pupils, so 
patents must explain to their children the importance of 
being safe on the walking bus. Behavior that endangers oth- 
ers may be reported to the school and, if necessary, the child 
may be removed from the walking bus.

The Dead End of 49th Street 
Block Party

unday Afternoon April 2, 2006 was the date for the 15th 

neighborhood party on 49th Street adjacent to the Shoal 
Creek Dam. The party is a place to socialize with many of 
the people you meet while walking. You learn their names 
[they become Chris, not “the slow Shelty”] and where they 
live. There’s food, drinks, music, games. A contact list is dis- 
tributed so you can remember those names and find that 
person you were talking to about compost. Kids get to know 
each other, not just adults. This was the 15th year, with the 
largest attendance, 220 or more. Music was by DJ Jahkarma. 

An informal committee of folks who live close to the 
Strass—49th St intersection organizes things. This year 
Jackie and David Stence [the party’s held in the street next to 
their house and all over their lawn] , Kelly and Sam Terry, 
Amy Wood and Todd Shaw, Monica and Geoff Mueller, 
Becky and Steve Reedy were the committee. Geoff Mueller 
and Joe Reynolds were the Burger Chefs. A small donation is 
solicited in the flyer announcing the date, to cover the burg- 
ets/dogs/BocaBurgers/drinks and paper goods. The rest of 
the spread is ‘Bring to Share’ and the sharing is spectacular. 

Attendance is from many of the streets in the south of 
Allandale; mostly Strass, 49th, 49 1⁄2 , Pembrook, Rue, Finley, 
Fiset, but also Chiappero, Oakmont, Shoalwood, Fresco, and 
Turnabout. 

This year Doris Arp was given a plaque as the first recipient 
of a new annual award for neighborhood service named in 
her honor. Doris is one of the remaining ‘original owners’ 
who have lived in their houses since they were built in the 
1950s. During her walks she collects litter and dispenses cheer. 

The party was started by Dale Hersch who lived on Strass 
two houses from 49th, with help from David and Jackie 
Stence. Dale approached the Stences with the idea of a 
neighborhood gathering and wanted their OK since they 
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would be impacted by the obvious place, the dead-end of 
49th where it encounters Shoal Creek, just by the dam. The 
first few years the party was small, open but not widely pub- 
licized. Dale organized and funded it several years during 
August. Dale told various stories about why he held the 
party. It may have been his birthday, maybe not. Dale is a 
pilot for American Airlines and transferred to Miami. [He 
flies to Brazil and is now infamous for an incident involving 
visa photographs.] After Dale moved several neighbors 
decided to keep the party tradition and several more were 
held in August. The summer heat and conflict with vacations 
got the date moved to the spring. %

In order to pull off the block party, there is a core “com- 
mittee” of neighbors, who have annual assignments that 
range from making and delivering flyers, updating the phone 
lists, buying food and drinks, wrangling crafts for the kids, 
rounding up coolers and tables, corralling trusty grill-men to 
cook all the burgers and hot dogs and of course, disposing 
the trash and recycling. 

“Weve got great neighbors and I’m so glad to get the 
chance to know them,” shared Jackie. 

This small area of Allandale even has its own email group, 
thanks to Amy Wood.

John Keohane, Reohane@prodigy.net, 371-3853 


he Commanders Forum met Monday night, April 3, 2006 

in Hyde Park. This was a good time to meet with police. 

Allandale residents present included Phyllis Brinkley, 
Steven Zettner, Cynthia Keohane, and John Keohane. 

Our own neighborhood officer, David Crowder, was not 
back at work yet. He was in a bad car accident, and was 
expected to go on limited service soon. I recognized the 
police lieutenant, Vanderwege, from previous meetings. He 
introduced me to Sergeant Patrick South. I introduced 
Steven Zettner to South. South was seeing to staffing until 
Officer Crowder is fully back in service. (He is now back in 
his office aas of April 14th.) 

The Central West district of the Austin Police Department, 
is basically from I-35 west to the city limits, and from Town 
Lake north to Anderson Lane, excluding downtown. The 
commander of Central West part of Austin is Commander 
Calvin Smith, who mentioned two major items: 

1) Shoal Creek Boulevard. This came out, almost immedi- 
ately from him. He said he could put police on Shoal Creek 
Boulevard, and had at times. Citizens should know if they 
request this, that the police will be writing tickets, and they 
will be writing them to your children and your spouses. 

2) Property crime. This is the most frequent crime in our 
area, particularly a problem with cars in shopping centers.

(There will no longer be the need to 
have three inspectors go out to a site that has code violations 
in each discipline.) 

The City was divided into four territories (North, South, 
East, West) and will have inspectors assigned to each area.

Starting January 1, 2006 Code Enforcement started han- 
dling all building, mechanical, electrical, and plumbing 
WORK WITHOUT PERMIT violations. Code Enforcement 
Inspectors can issue STOP WORK ORDERS to anyone 
who has started work without the required permits. 

A new citation program is being developed so inspectors 
can write field citations for continued or repeat code viola- 
tions. (Inspectors strive to obtain voluntary compliance.) 

Seven additional inspectors will be hired by May 14th, and 
that will bring the total number of inspectors to 34; that’s 
the highest number of Code Enforcement (Zoning, 
Housing, and Property Abatement) Inspectors since 1986. 
There will be seven inspectors assigned to the West District. 

Code Enforcement was moved to the Solid Waste Depart- 
ment, and is now called Solid Waste Service Code Enforcement. 

We believe that this restructuring of the Code Enforce-ment 
Services will increase response time, decrease compliance time, 
and increase the ability to enforce code violations. %

ack in April of 2003, the University of Texas’s 

Humanities Institute began a citywide campaign called 
“Writing Austin Lives.” Within a few months of the pro- 
gram’s launch, nearly 800 residents of Austin had submitted 
their stories to the institute. They came from almost every 
zip code in the city. Some were written in Spanish. 

Hundreds of these stories were donated to the Austin 
History Center, located on Guadalupe. One hundred and 
twenty seven of these personal experience pieces, along with 
images contributed by local shutterbugs, were chosen for an 


anthology which was published by the Austin History Center 
Association and Waterloo Press. 

The anthology, Writing Austin Lives, received the 
Chronicle’s “Best of Austin” award for “Best Local 
Authors.” The anthology was also featured at the 2004 Texas 
Book festival. Now, it’s sold in local area bookstores and 
used in classrooms across the city in composition and litera- 
ture classes. Writing Austin Lives is a testament to life in 
Austin. As such, it was a natural fit for Mayor Will Wynn’s 
2005 Mayor’s Book Club. 

When the mayor announced his choice, he also issued a 
challenge to the community. Mayor Wynn wanted Austinites 
to not only read the book but also write about their own 
“Austin Lives.” As a result, the APL (Austin Public Library), 
in conjunction with volunteers at the Metropolitan Austin 
Interactive Network, has set up a webspace for this project. 
It’s called WriteOnAustin and the web address is: 
www.writeonaustin.org. 

The community archive is growing. However, there’s still 
room for you to submit your stories. It’s easy. I did it. My 
story, entitled “I, Austinite,” is up there along with those of 
many other Austin-area residents. This is a fantastic project 
and Pd encourage everyone in Allandale to take part in it. +

pe of what makes Gullett such a unique and wonderful

Sidewalks on Shoal Creek Boulevard

cL. to those who attended the March 20 meeting at Gullett Elementary School regarding the installation of sidewalks 
along Shoal Creek Blvd. As a reminder, the Land Use and Transportation Subcommittee in February recommended the 
installation of sidewalk along both sides of Shoal Creek Boulevard. The sidewalk will extend from 38th Street to Foster Lane. 

As indicated at the meeting, it is the City’s strong preference to have sidewalks on both sides of the street and as a quick 
straw poll showed, over 50 percent of attendees agreed. However, we sent a more formal survey/poll to residents and own- 
ers. As this usage will be for the general public, it will also solicit input from neighboring locations. After evaluating results of 
the poll, the City will determine which option garnered at least a 60 percent majority and proceed from there. Also be 
reminded that a “one-side only” vote won’t determine which side of the street this may be placed but will be made by the 
City based on good engineering determinations of cost, safety, projected usage, accessibility for people with disabilities, envi- 
ronmental concerns, existing utility conflicts and other similar issues. 

Sidewalks, as you know, are installed in the public right of way—that is, the area owned by the public immediately behind 
the curb and extending usually 10’ to 20’ back from the curb to the property line. Our sidewalk team is now reviewing the 
street identifying the constructability, environmental and engineering issues associated with the project.

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A Moment in Austin History

T early years of the twentieth century saw significant 
changes in the day-to-day life of the city and the physical 
appearance of the downtown. In 1913, Mayor Wooldgridge 
led the crusade against vice and brought about the closing of 
“Guy Town,” the red light district west of Colorado Street 
and South of Fifth (Pine) St. It was rumored at the time that 
not all Austin men cheered, but most of them refrained 
from voicing condemnation. 

Under Wooldridge as mayor from 1909-1919 municipal 
services improved. Brackenridge Hospital opened in 1915 
next to the 1884 City Hospital. Street paving went ahead at a 
faster pace. However the flood of 1915 did cause some 
street damage and destroyed the spillway gates on the top of 
the nearly completed Austin Dam. 

Jane Y. McCallum, as President of the Austin Woman 
Suffrage Association, with the support of Mayor Wooldridge 
led the fight to win equal suffrage for women in Texas. 
McCallum went on to be the first woman to serve as 
Secretary of State for Texas. 

A long tradition of volunteer fire brigades was replaced in 
1916 by a paid city department. There were twenty-seven 
men, five motor-powered vehicles and three pieces of horse- 
drawn equipment in the new department. This establishment 
of fire suppression on a professional level was timely and the 


city was expanding to the west. Lots went on sale for the 
first time in the Enfield Section, which had been part of the 
Pease Estate. 

Austinites voted 2,088 to 1,988 to go dry in January 1918. 
Seventy saloons were required to close within thirty days. 
This event plus the acquisition of Barton Springs and park- 
land from Andrew Zilker may have caused the mayor to 
encourage development of a citywide system of recreational 
areas that would include free swimming pools and tennis 
courts. This became the Parks and Recreation Department. 
Wooldridge was also responsible for the effort to clean up 
the public square that today is named is his honor. 

Another first for the city was the opening of a Piggly 
Wiggly store on Sixth (Pecan) St. in 1918. This was Austin’s 
introduction to supermarkets. And the tradition of Sixth 
(Pecan) as a shopping street continued and was reinforced by 
the addition of J.C. Penney’s a few years later. <%

Community-Wide Fire Ant 


Treatment

ommunity-wide fire ant management programs can be a 

way to overcome the battle between homeowners and 
fire ants, tilting the advantage in favor of the homeowners. 
Homeowner associations can form community-wide pro- 
grams to successfully reduce fire ant populations within 
neighborhoods. 

When fire ant control methods are executed by individual 
landowners, there can be rapid reinfestation from nearby, 
untreated areas. With a community-wide program, reinfesta- 
tion boundaries are pushed further away, resulting in longer 
periods of time between reinvasion and treatment. 

Areas with more than five fire ant mounds in a yard 
should consider broadcast baiting. It usually takes a longer 
time to see results when using baits compared to individual 
mound treatments, but baiting can provide around 90 per- 
cent suppression for 6-18 months. Very little chemical is 
placed into the environment when using baits as most baits 
are broadcast at a rate of 1- 1 '/ pounds per acre. 

Individual mound treatments treat one 
mound at a time. This method should be used 
when there are less than five mounds in a yard 
ot with the Two-Step method to treat mounds 
in sensitive areas. To assure the proper amount 
of chemical is utilized, read and follow all label 
instructions. 

The “Two-Step Method” is a good method 
for community-wide treatment of fire ants. 

This method consists of a broadcast bait treat- 
ment twice a year - usually in spring and fall - 
followed by spot treatment of individual 
mounds that require immediate attention.

Loop 1/MoPAC Corridor Project Update given by the 
Loop 1 Study Project Team, John Kelly, DMJM Harris 
and Karen Savage, DMJM Harris 

According to John Kelly, the Loop 1 project is moving 
forward. They spoke with Bob Daigh, TxDOT’s (Texas 
Department of Transportation) Austin District Engineer, 
about freeing up Mark Herber’s time so he can concentrate 
on the Loop 1 study. Bob wants a faster timeline on the sam- 
ple sound walls. In response to this, DMJM will have plans 
drawn up and ready to contract out in thirty days. The sam- 
ple walls will be built on TxDOT’s property on Bull Creek, 
near Westminster Manor. There will be three two-sided walls, 
10-18" high, with a walkway and benches. This will allow 
people whose property abuts MoPAC/TxDOT property to 
see what the walls will actually look like at different times of 
the day when they would sitting in their backyards. A com- 
puter analysis will decide the actual height of the walls. 
DMJM Harris will start aesthetic committees and sound mit- 
igation groups in the near future. The noise readings will 
begin next week; please respond if you have received a letter. 
The question was raised about readings when the trees are 
bare in the winter. John said there would only be the read- 
ings that are beginning next week, but that computer model- 
ing will be used from that point on. This will all follow fed- 
eral guidelines. In order to obtain maximum federal dollars 
this will include justifying the maximum amount of noise 
mitigation or insertion loss, and for projected traffic volumes 
in the future. They are looking into using quiet pavement to 
mute the noise spillage. Along Allandale will be one of the 
longest sections of wall—from Anderson to Northland. 
TxDOT’s (Right-of-Way) ROW along Allandale is west of 
the trains; however the noise wall will be placed between 
Allandale and the trains. This will help mitigate the sound of 
the two trains idling along Great Northern, but will not help 


with the vibrations felt by the neighbors in their homes. In 
the future—commuter rail cars will not cause the same level 
of vibrations or noise levels the neighbors are currently 
experiencing. DMJM has completed approximately one-quar- 
ter of the interviews being conducted with people who use 
the corridor—neighbors, people from Leander, Cedar Park, 
etc. A question was raised prior to the meeting concerning 
bike trails. John Kelly said that would be looked into during 
the long-term phase of the project but not during the sound 
wall phase. The sound wall phase will include sound walls, 
minor work on bridges, and drainage issues. 


Toll Roads. Facts and Fallacies presented by Steven 
Pustelnyk, Director of Communications, Central Texas 
Regional Mobility Authority (CTRMA) 

The first toll roads in the US. were built in the 1700s. Why 
do we now need toll roads? The nation is in the midst of a 
serious mobility crisis; with road needs exceeding tax dollars. 
For further facts about the Toll Road Plan see 
www.ctrma.org/documents/TheFactsAbouttheTollRoadPlan. 
pdf. CTRMA is a multi-modal transportation agency, author- 
ized under state legislation passed in 2001. CTRMA includes 
Williamson County and Travis County. They are multi- 
modal, but their current focus is on toll roads. Their goal is 
to remain a small agency by contracting out. CTRMA is part 
of an MPO — Metropolitan Planning Organization, which 
functions as a centralized cohesive transportation network. 
The MPO also includes TxDOT, Capital Metro, and local 
government. Austin has the worst traffic congestion of any 
mid-sized city in the nation (Texas Transportation Institute). 
During the last 20 years Austin’s area population has doubled 
and the roadway usage has increased by 160 percent (Texas 
Transportation Institute). Over the next 20 years it will 
require an additional $18 billion in transportation improve- 
ments just to keep congestion levels at their current level 
(CAMPO). The 20 cents per gallon state gas tax hasn’t been 
increased since 1991, in today’s dollars it is equivalent to 
approximately 15 cents (Governor’s Business Council). In 
2003 Texas roadway maintenance costs exceeded the gas tax 
revenue. People will have a choice—tolled roadway or non- 
tolled roadway. To take a toll road is a choice made by the 
individual, paying the state gas tax is not a choice. You pay

n 1965 President Lyndon Johnson declared war on poverty 

in America. More than 40 years later the Travis County 
Commissioners Court in recognizing that this war is not over 
declared January as Poverty Awareness Month. 

According to the federal poverty guidelines, a family of 
four that earns $19,350 or less is considered to be living at or 
below the poverty level. The Basic Needs Coalition 
(Community Action Network committee, www.basicneeds- 
ctx.org) reports that more than 100,000 (12.6%) of Travis 
County residents were living below the federal poverty level 
in 2004. Single-parent households headed by a female and 
people with disabilities are nearly twice as likely to be living 
at or below poverty. While the Austin school district is cur- 
rently considered to be a “property rich” school district, 58% 
of AISD students are considered “economically disadvan- 
taged” and are eligible for free or reduced lunches. The 
school drop out rate remains high and nearly 50,000 Central 
Texas adults have not even completed the 9th grade. Texas 
ranks number one nationwide as a state with twenty-five per- 
cent of its population including 5.6 million children lacking 
health insurance. 

President Johnson’s “war on poverty” contributed to the 
reduction of the poverty rate from about 25% to about 10% 
by 1973. Unfortunately increases in the costs of housing, 
health care, food, transportation, etc., which has significantly 
outpaced wage increases, along with cuts in many federal and 
state programs, has contributed to an increasing poverty rate 
here and around the nation. 

Coping with poverty costs us all money and speaks vol- 
umes about how smart and compassionate we ate as a com- 
munity. For example, our jails are not filled with high school 
graduates and our hospital emergency rooms are not filled 
with people who have health insurance. Less than 25% of 
the people in jail graduated high school or obtained their 
GED. And more than two thirds of those going to tax-sup- 
ported emergency rooms for treatment do not have health 
insurance. The fact is that there is a direct correlation with 
drop out rates and the costs of crime prevention, incarcera- 
tion and health care. On average, those who have at least a 
high school education will earn significantly more money 
and are more likely to have health insurance than those lack- 
ing an education. 

The mote we are willing to intelligently invest our money 
and time in programs designed to keep kids in school the 
less we will have to invest in crime prevention, incarceration 
and uninsured health care costs. %

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How to Identify Ant and 


Termite Swarmers

ith warm temperatures and rainfall, ant and termite 
Warners will be seen flying in Central Texas. Swarmer 
is another term used to describe the reproductive stage of 
ants and termites. These insects have wings when they initial- 
ly leave the colony, but the wings are either shed or chewed 
off before they form a nest. Some people may have trouble 
distinguishing the two types of insects, but with a few key 
characteristics, it is very simple. 

Ant swarmers have elbowed antennae and a narrow, or 
constricted, waist. The wings of ants are not similar in size 
or shape and have few veins. If the wings are missing from 
the ant swarmer, there will not be a wing stub left on the 
thorax from where the wing was attached. 

Termite swarmers have antennae that are not elbowed and 
a waist that is not narrowed. The wings on termites are of 
similar size and shape and have many veins. Termite swarm- 
ers will also have a wing stub left on the thorax once the 
wing detaches from the body. +% 


Oak Leaf Roller

have been receiving numerous calls on oak leaf rollers late- 

ly. People want to know how to avoid the populations we 
have had the past two years. These caterpillars are greenish- 
yellow with a brown head capsule and dangle from oak trees. 
These caterpillars are more of a nuisance than a true pest. 
Most healthy trees can withstand defoliation without signifi- 
cant damage, but there is concern this year since the drought 
may also be causing stress to trees. 

Some nurseries in the Austin area are suggesting release of 
Trichogramma wasps. Trichogramma are small, parasitic 
wasps that lay their eggs in a variety of insect eggs. The wasp 
egg hatches within the pest insect’s egg and feeds within the 
pest egg, eventually causing death of the developing pest. 
While Trichogramma are great for managing a variety of 
pests, I have been unable to locate any information on the 
wasp controlling oak leaf rollers. Oak leaf roller eggs remain 
on the tree from May to the following March, so the egg has 
to be fairly tough, possibly decreasing the likelihood of them 
being controlled with Trichogramma. Also, releasing benefi- 
cial insects is best done within an enclosed space and people 
may have a difficult time building an enclosure for a mature 
oak tree. 

Applying horticultural oil could smother the eggs, but 
since many of the oaks are mature, treatment would most 
likely need to be carried out by a professional. If this is true, 


it would probably be best to wait and see if there is 
an actual infestation of caterpillars before spending 
money to control the caterpillars. Once caterpillars 
emerge, control would need to change to use of 
Bacillus thuringiensis (Bt) variety kurstaki, which 
targets only caterpillars (though it does not differ- 
entiate between pest caterpillars and those that 
people enjoy having, such as ones that become but- 
terflies). When using Bt, good coverage is key as 
the caterpillars need to consume a lethal amount of 
the toxin. Other possible control methods would 
be active ingredients such as spinosad (spinosyns) 
or carbaryl. % 


It’s My Park Day—The 
Cleanup of the Bike Lanes of 


Great Northern Boulevard

n April 22nd there was a city wide event “It’s My Park 

Day” sponsored by Austin Park Foundation to clean up 
public parks. The Austin Cycling Association, the largest big 
club in town with 1500 members, volunteered to take on the 
cleanup of the bike lanes of Great Northern Boulevard. 
This is approximately a two mile stretch of road that paral- 
lels Mopac on the east side. 

This turned out to be a group effort of active members of 
the club and cyclists from the neighborhood that rarely ven- 
ture out of the neighborhood. The volunteers came in 
stages and needed little supervision. Two members of the 
club showed up around 8 AM a full hour ahead of schedule 
and started to clear glass and debris from the north end of 
the roadway. They worked for over an hour and then took 
off on a bike ride. Three volunteers including myself 
showed up on time at 9 AM, started clearing shrubbery that 
grown out into the bike lanes and removing debris (mostly 
otganic matter but some mud) from the bike lanes. Two 
more volunteers showed up around 10 AM and they went to 
work picking up trash along the road. Lastly, a very nice per- 
son was driving along around 11 AM and thought they 
would help. We gave him a set limb loppers and he went 
about attacking a section of shrubs that had grown out into 
the street. 

We managed to eliminate most the limbs that had grown 
out into the bike lanes, picked up about two garbage bags of 
litter, cleared glass and gravel, removed a fair amount of mud 
that had collected from the recent rains and removed a fair 
amount of leaves and other organic matter from the lanes. 
All of this took about two to three hours of labor by eight 
people from both the neighborhood and the Austin Cycling 
Association. All in all it was a successful effort that really did 
not take very long and we all felt we had made a contribution 
to the neighborhood where we live or bicycle. %
